President  and  Members: 

On  May  19,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
870519-B1  authorizing  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA  and  Quan  & 
Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD,  Fiscal  Year  1986-87, 
$38,000.   On  November  17,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
871117-B13  authorizing  amendment  of  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA 
and  Quan  &  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD,  Fiscal  Year 
1986-87  to  increase  the  cost  from  $38,000  to  $43,000.   The  bases  for  the 
increase  were  a  later  closing  of  the  books  than  expected,  their  first  year 
auditing  the  District,  and  the  first  year  of  the  federal  Single  Audit  of  the 
District. 

On  April  19,  1988,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
880419-B1  authorizing  amendment  of  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA 
and  Quan  &  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD,  Fiscal  Year 
1987-88,  $46,500. 

On  January  24,  1989,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
890124-B3  reviewing  and  accepting  the  annual  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the  Fiscal 
Year  1987-88. 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  8.03  Auditing  reads  as  follows:   "One 
certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of  certified  public  accountants  shall  be 
employed  by  the  Governing  Board  to  audit  annually  all  the  funds  of  the 
District.   The  audit  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  comply  with  1) 
the  provisions  of  California  Education  Code  Section  84040,  2)  the  requirements 
and  standards  set  forth  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  as  it 
applies  to  California  Community  Colleges,  and  3)  the  guidelines  published  by 
the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  in  its  Industry  Audit 
Guide  "Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governmental  Units."  The  auditor  must  be 
duly  authorized  to  practice  and  licensed  as  such  by  the  State  of  California, 
State  Board  of  Accountancy.   The  auditor  shall  be  selected  by  the  Governing 
Board  from  proposals  submitted  pursuant  to  an  advertised  Request  for  Proposals 
-  Auditing  Services.   The  auditor  shall  be  employed  for  a  period  of  three 
consecutive  years  unless  his  work  or  his  proposed  fee  for  the  second  or  third 
year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  Governing  Board." 

By  letter  dated  March  10,  1989,  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA  and  Quan 
&  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers  proposed  a  maximum  fee  of  $57,400,  a  23.44% 
increase  for  the  audit  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1988-89.   Their  reason  for  the 
increase  was  based  on,  "...clearly,  we  cannot  justify  continuing  to  increase 
the  District's  fees  in  1989  by  only  six  percent  for  inflation  when  the  market 
(at  $37-$40  per  hour)  would  indicate  a  higher  fee  level.   We  believe  our  1989 
fees  of  $57,400  (at  $35  per  hour)  are  fair  to  the  District..."  Based  upon  the 
fact  that  the  State  COLA  from  1987-88  to  1988-89  is  4.79%  and  the  certificated 
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salary  rate  increase  for  the  same  period  is  7%,  an  audit  fee  for  1988-89  of 
$51,000,  a  9.68%  increase  was  arrived  at  through  negotiations  between  the 
auditors  and  the  SFCCD  staff.   Accordingly,  the  staff  recommends  adopting  the 
fee  of  $51,000  for  the  audit  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1988-89,  the  third  year  of  a 
three  year  auditing  contract.

As  you  know,  the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  has  been 
going  through  the  process  of  divestiture  and  seven  Regional  Bell  Operating 
Companies  have  been  established.   As  a  part  of  divestiture,  on  October  14, 
1988  U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Harold  Greene  issued  an  order  that  requires  the 
Local  Telephone  Exchange  Companies  to  implement  premises  owner  presubscription 
of  coin  phones.   For  the  first  time,  premises  owners  are  required  to  choose  a 
long  distance  company  to  provide  0+  services  from  their  public  and  semi-public 
telephones.   0+  dialed  long  distance  calls  from  these  phones  will  be  handled 
by  their  presubscribed  carrier,  instead  of  defaulting  to  AT&T.   In  other 
works,  decision  makers  are  being  asked  to  choose  the  provider  for  the  long 
distance  calls  being  placed  from  their  coin  phones. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  in  the  past  few  weeks  aided 
the  Departments  in  extending  the  existing  agreements  with  AT&T  to  provide  long 
distance  service  to  the  coin  phones.   Additionally,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  secured  a  12%  commission  rate.   The  initial  term  of  the 
agreement  is  a  one  year  period.   The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 
extended  the  opportunity  to  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  to 
participate  in  the  blanket  commission  agreement.   It  is  recommended  that  the 
SFCCD  elect  to  select  AT&T  as  the  long  distance  provider  of  the  coin  phones 
through  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  blanket  commission  agreement.

We  have  been  informed  by  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  that  partial  funding  is  being  provided  (on  a  90% 
State-10%  District  matching  basis)  for  Specifications  and  Construction  for 
removal,  disposal  and  replacement  of  asbestos  materials  at  Creative  Arts 
Extension  and  Smith  Hall  for  sprayed  f ireproof ing,  and  all  other  pertinent 
corrections  to  complete  the  projects,  $86,000. 

The  District  matching  share  for  specifications  and  construction  will 
be  $9,556.   In  order  to  provide  the  District's  matching  share,  it  is  proposed 
that  funds  be  transferred  from  other  Capital  Outlay  Projects  at  City  College. 

Part  of  the  required  match  is  available  for  reappropriation  from 
SFCCD  Appn.  No.  S7  9160  6200  -  CCSF  Creative  Arts  Extension  -  Asbestos 
$1,313.00.   This  project  was  funded  in  the  1986-87  Capital  Outlay,  Asbestos 
Removal  Program.   The  project  was  bid  and  contract  awarded  as  a  part  of  a 
combined  project  to  be  completed  during  the  1988  Christmas  break.   However, 
during  the  progress  of  the  project  it  became  apparent  that  the  Contractor 
lacked  sufficient  manpower  on  the  job  and  did  not  have  the  ability  to 
accomplish  the  work  within  the  prescribed  time.   By  the  adoption  of  Resolution 
No.  890223-B1  on  February  23,  1989,  the  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract 
modification  deleting  this  portion  of  work  from  the  total  project. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  balance  of  matching  funds  required,  $8,243, 
be  reappropriated  from  SFCCD  Appn.  No.  S7  9168  6200  -  CCSF  -  Replace  Steam 
Lines  -  Campuswide.   This  project  is  partially  funded  by  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office  under  the  1987-88  Deferred  Maintenance  and  Special  Repairs 
Program.   Funds  were  sent  to  Bureau  of  Engineering,  DPW  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  project.   It  now  appears  that  plans  and  specifications 
will  not  be  completed  in  sufficient  time  to  encumber  state  funding  by  June  30, 
1989,  as  required  by  our  Agreement  with  the  State.   Refunding  of  this  project 
will  be  requested  of  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  from  the  1990-91  Deferred 
Maintenance  Program. 

With  the  appropriation  of  state  funds  receivable  from  the  Board  of 

Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges,  District  funds  will  be 

available  for  reappropriation  as  proposed  above  (see  Resolution  No. 
890427-B14,  this  Agenda). 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Two  asbestos  removal  projects  were  submitted  to  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office  for  partial  State  funding  in  the  1988-89  Capital  Outlay, 
Asbestos  Removal  Program. 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  State  Chancellor's  Office  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  that  partial  funding  is  being  provided  (on  a 
90%-10%  District  basis)  for  specifications  and  construction  for  removal, 
disposal  and  replacement  of  asbestos  materials  at  Creative  Arts  Extension  and 
Smith  Hall  for  sprayed  f ireproof ing,  and  all  other  pertinent  corrections  to 
complete  the  projects,  $86,000. 

The  District  matching  share  for  specifications  and  construction  will 
be  $9,556.   In  order  to  provide  the  District's  matching  share,  it  is  proposed 
that  funds  be  transferred  from  Capital  Outlay  Projects  at  City  College  that 
have  been  funded  but  not  yet  started  (see  Resolution  No.  890427-B13,  this 
Agenda) . 

The  following  resolution,  in  part  in  the  form  required  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges,  is  recommended  for 
adoption: 

WHEREAS:   The  SFCCD  has  been  notified  the  asbestos  removal  projects: 

CCSF  -  Creative  Arts  Extension  and  Smith  Hall  have  been 
approved  for  partial  State  funding,  $86,000  and 

WHEREAS:   The  State  of  California  through  the  State  Chancellor's 

Office  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  does  agree  to 
reimburse  the  SFCCD  90%  of  their  actual  expenses  to  execute  the 
approved  asbestos  removal  projects,  now 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or 

Vice  Chancellor,  Business,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  a  contract  on  behalf  of  the  SFCCD  with  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  to  provide 
Capital  Outlay,  Asbestos  Removal  -  Specifications  and  Construction 
for  the  projects:   CCSF  -  Creative  Arts  Extension  and  Smith  Hall, 
$86,000,  subject  to  the  following  conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges: 
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1.  Agreement  Form  Statement 

2.  The  Covenantor  shall  render  the  services  specified  in  the 
Proposal  Request  for  Asbestos  Removal  Construction  Funding,  which 
has  already  been  provided  to  both  parties;  and  the  document  is 
incorporated  into  and  made  part  of  this  agreement  by  reference. 
Before  Covenantor  shall  assure  the  Chancellor's  Office  that  the 
asbestos  contractor  has  a  current  registration  certificate  with  the 
Division  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health.   Also,  that  any 
inspection  hire  by  the  District  must  meet  all  requirements  of  the 
Division  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health.   The  Covenantor  agrees 
to  perform  all  services  as  described  and  to  follow  all  other  rules 
and  regulations  applicable  under  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  Regulations,  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board  Regulations, 
Division  of  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  and  Title  5  Regulations. 

3.  The  budget  act  of  1988-89  provides  that  all  districts  receiving 
funds  from  Item  6870  101  785(b)  20.40.040  shall  adhere  to  the 
following  budget  language: 

"Air  samples  shall  be  obtained  of  all  spaces  that  are  scheduled  to 
undergo  asbestos  removal.   In  the  contract  provisions  for  asbestos 
removal,  contractors  shall  be  required  to  show  that,  upon  completion 
of  the  project,  the  airborne  asbestos  level  is  at  or  below  either 
the  limits  allowed  by  the  governing  regulatory  agency  or  the  level 
identified  from  the  air  sample  taken  prior  to  Initiating  the 
project,  whichever  is  lower". 

4.  In  consideration  of  satisfactory  performance  by  the  above,  the  State 
agrees  to  pay  the  Covenantor  costs  in  accordance  with  the  Asbestos 
Estimated  Proposal.   The  Covenantor  may  make  changes  in  any 
individual  line  item  in  the  Proposal  subject  to  the  prior  approval 
of  the  Project  Monitor.   The  total  amount  payable  under  this 
Agreement  shall  not  exceed  $86,000.   Payment  shall  be  made  in 
arrears  upon  receipt  of  an  invoice,  specifying  expenditures  for  the 
period  covered.   No  payment  shall  be  made  without  the  approval  of 
the  Project  Monitor.   The  District  agrees  to  expend  matching  funds 
at  least  equal  to  10%  of  the  total  project  cost. 

5.  The  District  must  encumber  funds  and  award  construction  contracts  by 
June  30,  1989.   The  period  of  performance  for  this  Agreement  shall 
be  from  date  of  approval  and  shall  continue  until  June  30,  1991 
unless  otherwise  reappropriated. 

6.  Funds  provided  herein  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  asbestos  removal 
and  replacement,  and  shall  not  be  used  to  upgrade  facilities.   The 
districts  may  upgrade  the  facilities  in  conjunction  with  asbestos 
removal  and  replacement  projects  but  must  do  so  with  their  own 
funds . 
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7.  Covenantor  shall  furnish  detailed  itemization  of  expenditures  and 
retain  all  records  relating  to  direct  expenses  reimbursed  to 
Covenantor  hereunder  and  to  hours  of  employment  on  this  Agreement  by 
any  employee  of  Covenantor  for  which  the  State  is  billed.   Such 
records  shall  be  maintained  for  a  period  of  three  years  after  final 
payment  of  the  Agreement  or  until  audited  by  the  State,  whichever 
occurs  first,  and  shall  be  available  for  inspection  or  audit  at  any 
reasonable  time  by  the  State  Auditor  General. 

Invoices  for  services  rendered  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  Facilities 
Planning  and  Utilization  Office,  California  Community  Colleges, 
Chancellor's  Office,  1107  Ninth  Street,  5th  Floor,  Sacramento, 
California  95814. 

8.  In  the  event  of  any  breach  of  this  Agreement,  the  State  may  without 
prejudices  to  any  of  its  other  legal  remedies  terminate  this 
Agreement  upon  five  days'  written  notice  to  the  Covenantor.   In  such 
event,  State  shall  pay  Covenantor  only  the  reasonable  value  of  the 
services  theretofore  rendered  by  Covenantor  as  maybe  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties  or  determines  by  a  court  of  Law. 

9.  In  the  interpretation  of  this  Agreement,  any  inconsistencies  between 
the  terms  hereof  and  the  exhibits  shall  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the 
terms  hereof. 

10.  Jun  Iwamoto  is  designated  the  Project  Director  on  behalf  of  the 
Covenantor.   The  Chancellor's  Office  reserves  the  right  to  approve 
any  substitution  of  the  Project  Director. 

11.  Art  C.  Johnson  is  designated  as  the  Project  Monitor  on  behalf  of  the 
Chancellor's  Office.   The  Project  Monitor  is  responsible  for 
overseeing  the  project  as  a  whole,  and  any  questions  or  problems 
relating  to  the  projects  should  be  directed  toward  the  Project 
Monitor.   Covenantor's  key  personnel  as  indicated  in  their  proposal 
may  not  be  substituted  without  Chancellor's  Office  Project  Monitor's 
prior  approval. 

12.  Virginia  Bussard  is  designated  the  Chancellor's  Office  Contract 
Manager.   The  Chancellor's  Office  may  change  the  Contract  Manager  by 
notice  given  the  Contractor  at  any  time  signed  by  the  Chancellor. 
The  Contract  Manager  is  responsible  for  monitoring  and  reviewing  the 
Agreement.   Any  questions  relating  to  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the 
Agreement  document  should  be  addressed  to  the  Contract  Manager. 

13.  Covenantor  shall  submit  all  plans,  specifications  and  any  proposed 
subcontractors  not  originally  identified  in  Covenantor's  proposal, 
or  any  substitution  of  subcontracts  to  the  Chancellor's  Office 
Project  Monitor  for  approval  prior  to  Covenantor  entering  into  same. 
Upon  termination  of  any  subcontract,  Chancellor's  Office  shall  be 
notified  immediately. 
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The  Covenantor  shall  ohtaln  the  approval  of  the  Project  Monitor 
before  making  payments  under  this  Agreement  to  any  subcontractors. 
Covenantor  shall  reply  on  the  approval  of  the  Project  Monitor  as 
assurance  that  professional  services  under  this  Agreement  have  been 
satisfactorily  provided.   Deviation  from  original  proposal  shall 
require  prior  approval  of  the  Project  Monitor. 

All  subcontracts  entered  into  pursuant  to  this  Agreement  shall  be 
subject  to  examination  and  submit  by  the  Auditor  General  for  a 
period  of  three  years  after  final  payment  under  the  Agreement.

The  Collective  Bargaining  Contract  between  the  District  and  the  AFT, 
Local  2121,  representing  the  faculty  unit,  expires  on  June  30,  1989.  The  AFT 
submitted  its  initial  proposals  on  March  16,  1989. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public  meeting 
of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall  be  public 
records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of  the 
proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the  public 
has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the  proposal  at 
a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself,  the 
public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open  to  the 
public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  March  23,  1989,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  No.  890323-S5, 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Contract  Proposals  of  the 
AFT,  Local  2121,  representing  the  faculty  unit.  On  April  27,  1989,  the 
Governing  Board  solicited  public  response  to  the  AFT  proposals  by  placing  a 
special  order  of  business  on  its  agenda.

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of  the 
proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the  public 
has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the  proposal  at 
a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself,  the 
public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open  to  the 
public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  March  23,  1989,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  No.  890323-S5, 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Proposals  of  the  AFT,  Local

Reason:  Replacement  of  surface  mounted  counter  flashing  as 
specified  would  not  prevent  water  intrusion  behind 
flashing.

Adoption  of  Tentative  Budgets  for  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1989-90 

President  and  Members: 

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  months  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1989,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  tentative  budgets 
for  the  General  Fund  (Unrestricted  and  Restricted),  Cafeteria  Fund,  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the  Child  Development  Fund  is  required.   The 
resolution  permits  the  Controller  to  establish  expenditure  appropriation 
accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the 
Summer  1989,  prior  to  adoption  of  the  final  budget  in  August. 

The  Tentative  Budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  S.  F.  Controller.   With 
the  subsequent  adoption  of  a  final  budget  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD, 
adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  accounting  records  to  establish  the  adopted 
budget. 

Following  our  usual  budget  development  process  for  the  General  Fund 
the  various  departments  were  asked  to  submit  Budget  Requests  1989-90.  When 
these  were  summarized  using  1988-89  prices,  they  totalled  $102,562,590.  When 
classified  pay  rate  increases  together  with  corresponding  fringe  benefit 
increases  were  added,  the  Budget  Requests  1989-90  totaled  $104,509,543. 

The  Second  Preliminary  Budget  1989-90  as  presented  on  May  2,  1989  to 
the  Budget  Committee  of  the  Governing  Board  totalled  the  following: 

General  Fund  -  Unrestricted  $  88,239,923 

General  Fund  -  Restricted  2,508,048 

General  Fund  -  Total  90,747,971 

The  Second  Preliminary  Budget  started  from  the  Modified  Budget  1988-89  as  of 
March  31,  1989  and  increased  the  revenue  by  the  State  COLA  estimated  at  that 
time  at  5%,  increased  the  lottery  to  $163  per  ADA,  and  assumed  that  the 
rollover  would  remain  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  budget  scene  in  Sacramento  has  been  unusually  quiet  during  late 
May  and  early  June.   The  Governor  and  the  Legislature  have  been  negotiating 
with  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  on  Proposition  98.  What 
will  emerge  from  these  negotiations  is  likely  to  significantly  affect  both  the 
education  part  and  the  non-education  parts  of  the  entire  State  Budget.   When 
the  State  Budget  is  finally  determined,  probably  in  July  1989,  we  will  be 
busily  trying  to  determine  our  share  of  it  and  our  own  rollover  as  of  June  30, 
1989. 

The  proposed  revenue  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1989-90  was 
developed  from  the  Modified  Budget  1988-89  and  Probable  Revenues  1988-89  as  of 
April  30,  1989.   In  addition  the  State  COLA  has  been  adjusted  to  4.64%  and  the 
lottery  income  has  been  estimated  at  $173  per  ADA.   Annualyzing  expenditures 
as  of  April  30,  1989  together  with  projected  revenues  indicates  that  the 
rollover  will  probably  be  $4,342,152  plus  or  minus  $1.5  million.   The  margin 
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of  error  is  very  large  because  as  of  April  30,  1989  the  Spring  Semester  was 
not  yet  completed  and  the  cost  of  the  Summer  Session  for  both  College  and 
Centers  was  guessed. 

The  proposed  expenditure  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1989-90  was 
developed  from  the  Modified  Budget  1988-89  as  of  April  30,  1989.   Both 
classified  and  certificated  increments  for  1989-90  were  included  and  then  the 
classified  salary  rate  increases  for  1989-90  were  included.   Conversion  of  the 
Centers  Instructors  and  Counselors  from  Schedule  II  to  Schedule  I  was 
included.   In  addition,  a  4.64%  (State  COLA)  increase  for  cost  of  city 
services  was  included  as  well  as  the  funding  for  the  recently  approved 
organizational  structure  study  to  be  conducted  by  Strategic  Planning 
Associates.   Also  included  were  the  structural  changes  to  the  budget  accounts 
made  necessary  under  AB  1725  to  accommodate  "program  based  funding."  Budget 
control  language  has  been  included  in  this  resolution  to  provide  for  continued 
operation  until  the  final  budget  is  adopted.   The  proposed  Tentative  Budget 
1989-90  for  the  General  Fund  -  Unrestricted  totals  $88,625,335.   A  portion  of 
this  is  funded  from  federal  funds  and  from  lottery  funds  and  as  such  is  not 
considered  "proceeds  of  taxes"  and  "subject  to  the  appropriations  limit"  (Gann 
Limit).   The  Gann  Limit  for  the  SFCCD  for  1989-90  will  be  $109,031,421.55. 
Very  clearly  the  SFCCD  will  be  well  under  the  Gann  Limit  for  1989-90. 

As  to  the  General  Fund  -  Restricted,  a  Tentative  Budget  1989-90  is 
recommended  that  reflects  the  General  Fund  -  Restricted  Modified  Budget  as  of 
April  30,  1989.   At  this  time  we  have  virtually  no  infomation  as  to  how  much 
will  be  available  in  these  categorical  programs.   It  is  extremely  likely  that 
these  programs  will  be  funded  for  1989-90  either  with  new  funds  or  with 
unspent  balances,  especially  in  the  Matriculation  Program. 

As  to  the  Cafeteria  Fund,  a  Tentative  Budget  1989-90  is  recommended 
that  reflects  increased  classified  pay  costs  and  increased  food  costs  over  the 
Modified  Budget  1988-89.   After  the  1988-89  Income  Statements  and  Balance 
Sheets  are  completed  for  both  cafeteria  (City  College  and  Downtown  CCC)  in 
July  1989,  we  will  make  the  necessary  adjustments  in  the  Recommended  Final 
Budget  1989-90. 

As  to  the  Child  Development  Fund,  we  have  not  yet  been  informed  by 
the  State  of  California  as  to  what  we  may  expect  in  Campus  Child  Care  Bailout 
funds  for  1989-90.   The  amount  for  1988-89  was  $96,525  and  we  are  recommending 
the  same  amount  for  1989-90.

Section  2  -  That  any  action  taken  by  the  Governing  Board  at  its 

meeting  of  June  22,  1989  that  directly  affects  the 
Budget  for  1989-90  shall  be  incorporated  into  this  Tentative  Budget

Section  3  -  That  since  the  state  funding  level  for  California 

Community  Colleges  is  uncertain  at  this  time,  it  shall 
be  incumbent  upon  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  to  review 
periodically  the  California  Community  College  financing  legislation 
for  1988-89  and  1989-90  and  hold  in  reserve  an  equivalent  amount  of 
the  corresponding  expenditure  appropriations  until  the  collection  of 
the  budgeted  income  is  assured.

No  additional  or  replacement  equipment  shall 
be  authorized  during  the  Interim  Period  other  than  equipment  which 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  continued  operation  of  existing  programs  or 
projects  previously  approved  by  the  Governing  Board.  Authorization 
for  the  purchase  of  such  equipment  may  be  approved  by  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  or  his  designee  after  submission  of  written 
justification  therefor.

New  positions 
shall  be  defined  as  those  positions  which  were  not  funded  and 
occupied  as  of  May  26,  1989  (end  of  the  Spring  Semester  1989)  or

Establishing  the  appropriations  limit  for  1989-90  pursuant 
to  Government  Code  Section  7910 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  appropriation  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and 
local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  board  of  each  local 
jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year 
pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting. 
Fifteen  days  prior  to  such  meeting  documentation 
used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The 
determination  of  the  appropriations  limit  is  a 
legislative  act. 

Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attack, 
review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the  action  of 
the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section 
for  the  1980-81  fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced 
within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
resolution  or  the  effective  date  of  the  act  which 
added  this  section  to  the  Government  Code, 
whichever  date  is  later. 

For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to 
attack,  review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the 
action  of  the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to 
this  section  shall  be  commenced  within  45  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  resolution. 

All  courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be 
hereafter  pending,  including  any  court  reviewing 
such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower 
court,  shall  give  such  actions  preference  over  all 
other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of 
setting  the  same  for  hearing  or  trial  and  in 
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hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions 
shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined." 

By  memorandum  dated  May  18,  1989  from  the  State  Chancellor's  Office, 
we  were  notified  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined  that  the 
applicable  price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the  1989-90  appropriation  limit 
is:  U.S.  Price  Index  of  4.98%.

The  SWACC-JPA  requires  us 
to  obtain  claims  administration  through  a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the 
self  insured  retention  ($25,000  on  liability)  and  the  deductible  ($25,000  on 
property)  region.   SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a  management  services  contract 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain  among  other  services,  claims  management 
services  for  the  claims  filed  against  the  SWACC-JPA.   Since  there  are  savings 
in  administrative  effort  and  improved  coordination  of  claims  processing  that 
are  achieved  by  having  the  same  party  administer  claims  under  as  well  as  over 
our  deductible/SIR,  we  have  contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  claims 
administration  services  for  the  Fiscal  Years  1986-87,  1987-88,  and  1988-89. 
Staff  recommends  that  we  continue  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  the  claims 
administration  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1989-90.

for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for 
contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure 
classifications  at  any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education 
of  any  district  governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board 
of  education  and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.  A  resolution  providing  for 
the  transfer  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure 
classification  must  be  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
governing  board;  a  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  between  expenditure 
classifications  must  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
governing  board.

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain  applications  at  high 
schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  at  post secondary  institutions.   Students 
then  submit  the  completed  application  to  the  Pell  Grant  processing  Center  in 
Iowa  City,  Iowa.   The  approved  application,  then  called  a  Student  Aid  Report, 
(SAR),  is  sent  to  to  the  student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his  or  her  choice. 
The  institution  cannot  control  or  predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students 
who  may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S«  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.   To  ration  the  fund  more  efficiently,  the  initial 
allocation  is  only  a  portion  of  the  estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental 
submission  of  SAR  documents  necessary.   These  documents  are  submitted  by  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Department  of  Education  as  the  method  of 
requesting  additional  funding. 

Problems  arise  in  i)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the 
Department  of  Educations  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental 
allocation  letter  (which  takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3) 
submitting  a  resolution  for  Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation 
before  the  agenda  deadline  date;  and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and 
preparing  and  disbursing  the  checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  this  Pell 
Grant  Program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement 
program.   It  is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the 
fiscal  year  1989-90  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

President  and  Members: 

The  Federal  regulation  governing  the  Perkins  Loan  Program  (formerly 
the  National  Direct  Student  Loan  Program)  mandates  institutions  to  impose 
collection  costs  on  defaulted  loans  to  borrowers.   Institutions  participating 
in  this  program  have  been  advised  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  that 
effective  July  1,  1989  the  regulation  on  charging  reasonable  collection  costs 
to  defaulted  borrowers  should  be  in  full  implementation  to  avoid  penalties  for 
non-compliance . 

All  reasonable  costs  incurred  by  the  institution  in  enforcing  a  loan 
obligation  must  be  assessed  against  the  borrower.   These  collection  costs 
include  costs  resulting  from  actions  required  by  regulations  related  to 
address  searches  (skip  tracing),  collection  procedures,  litigation  procedures 
(including  attorney's  fees  and  court  costs  to  the  extent  permitted  under 
applicable  law),  bankruptcy  proceedings,  and  contracts  with  billing  and 
collection  firms.  The  institution  may  include  any  expense  reasonably  incurred 
in  carrying  out  these  activities,  including  both  direct  and  indirect  costs 
properly  allocated  to  those  activities.  Such  costs  would  cover  employees 
salaries  and  other  related  employment  costs,  including  but  not  limited  to, 
fringe  benefits  and  a  portion  of  office  space  and  equipment.   The  amount 
charged  to  the  delinquent  borrower  is  based  on  either  actual  costs  incurred  or 
on  average  costs  incurred  for  similar  stages  of  delinquency. 

Like  other  institutions,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  calculated 
its  own  collection  costs  for  defaulted  loans,  taking  into  consideration  the 
various  staff  time,  cost  of  telephoning,  mailing,  skip  tracing  activities, 
billing,  collection  agency  placements,  assigning  to  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Education,  etc.

No  real  or  personal  property  including  money, 
accepted  by  a  governing  board  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  considered  in 
determining  the  eligibility  of  the  district  for  an  apportionment  from  the 
State  School  Fund  nor  in  determining  the  amount  thereof." 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  8.08  Acceptance  of  Gifts  provides  that  (1)  motor 
vehicles,  (2)  aircraft,  (3)  cash,  (4)  securities,  (5)  precious  stones,  (6) 
precious  metals,  and  (7)  goods  other  than  (1)  to  (6)  above,  with  a  market 
value  exceeding  $1,500.00  be  accepted  by  the  SFCCD  by  a  Governing  Board 
resolution.

President  and  Members: 

In  1987,  the  SFCCD  was  advised  by  San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Louise 
Renne  that  the  compensation  for  the  classified  employees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  is  established  pursuant  to  the  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  8.407  and  8.407-1.  The  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD  is  not  involved  in 
this  salary  setting  process  set  forth  in  the  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  8.407 
and  8.407-1.  In  each  of  the  other  sixty-nine  California  community  college 
districts  the  local  governing  board  establishes  the  compensation  of  its 
district's  classified  employees  pursuant  to  California  Education  Code  Section 
88160.  In  San  Francisco,  we  find  that  the  classified  salary  rates  are 
established  for  us  by  the  City  and  County  of  San.  Francisco  and  represents  the 
first  and  prior  claim  upon  the  SFCCD  -  General  Fund.  Consequently,  the  Governing 
Board  of  the  SFCCD  is  not  allowed  to  adopt  any  resolutions  concerning  the 
compensation  for  the  classified  employees  of  the  SFCCD,  except  that  which  is 
permitted  under  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Salary  Standardization 
Ordinance. 

Section  VI. A  of  the  C&CSF  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  reads  in 
part  as  follows: 

"...The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  may,  for  its  own  employees  and  employees 
assigned  from  other  departments,  substitute  for  the  holidays  declared 
above  an  equal  number  of  different  holidays..." 

For  the  efficient  operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District,  it  is  necessary  to  have  our  classified  employees  observe  holidays  the 
same  days  which  are  school  holidays.  Therefore,  a  substitution  of  two  holidays 
is  recommended. 

San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  also  opined  that  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  need  not  provide  compensation  to  its  College 
Aides  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  8.407.  Therefore,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  salary  rate  for  class  3951  College  Aide  remain  at  the  $5.02 
per  hour  rate  for  Fiscal  Year  1989-90,  the  same  rate  as  for  Fiscal  Year  1988- 
89.

A  policy  statement  is  required  in  order  for  the  District  to  comply 
in  part  with  the  federal  Drug-Free  Workplace  Act  of  1988  [Pub.  L.  100-690,  Title 
V,  Subtitle  D]  which  became  effective  March  18,  1989,  hereafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Act".  The  ACT  requires  all  grantees  of  federal  agencies  to  certify  that 
they  will  provide  drug-free  workplaces. 

The  following  proposed  addition  to  the  Policy  Manual  has  been 
reviewed  by  District  staff  and  by  legal  counsel  and  deemed  to  be  consistent  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Adoption  of  policies.  Bylaws  and  Regulations.  Any 
policy  or  regulation  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting."

Ajj.   Certify  pursuant  to  the  Act  that  the  District  will  provide  a 
drug -free  workplace;

It  is  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
that  any  persons  or  firms  intending  to  recruit  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  Students  for  employment,  as  condition  for  using  any  District 
facilities,  must  execute  the  following  declaration: 

"The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  does  not  make  its  interviewing 
facilities  or  job  listing  services  available  to  employers  who  unlawfully 
discriminate  in  the  selection  of  employees  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  ethnic 

group  identification,  national  origin, religion,  gender,  age,  marital  status, 

handicapped  conditions,  medical  conditions,  sexual  orientation  or  status  as  a 
Vietnam-Era  veteran  or  any  other  basis  prohibited  by  applicable  law. 

"I  understand  that  by  using  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District's 
facilities  I  (we)  agree  to  abide  by  this  policy.

President  and  Members: 

The  Collective  Bargaining  Contract  between  the  District  and  the 
Department  Chairperson  Council  (DCC),  representing  the  supervisory  unit, 
expires  on  June  30,  1989.  The  DCC  submitted  its  initial  proposals  on 
April  19,  1989. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public  meeting 
of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall  be  public 
records . 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of  the 
proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the  public 
has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the  proposal  at 
a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself,  the 
public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open  to  the 
public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  April  27,  1989,  the  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  No.  890427-S5, 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Contract  Proposals  of  the 
DCC,  representing  the  supervisory  unit.  On  May  25,  1989,  the  Governing  Board 
solicited  public  response  to  the  DCC  proposals  by  placing  a  special  order  of 
business  on  its  agenda. 

This  resolution  now  presents  the  Governing  Board's  initial  proposal 
and  response  to  the  DCC  proposals,  and  establishes  the  July,  1989,  meeting  of 
the  Governing  Board  for  a  public  hearing  on  these  proposals. 

Resolved:  That  the  Governing  Board  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 

College  District  hereby  presents  its  Initial  Contract 
Proposals  for  the  supervisory  unit,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Governing  Board  and  by  this  reference  is  made  a 
part  hereof  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.
